W,* the advem of wixeles, power sen-ices con^ercially available ,o the public. .he« ^11 be den»nd for sud. 
services in public places such as. for exan:ple. coffee stops, bus stations, air ports, hotel lobbies, buses, even 
airplanes.etc. Even though power consUn^ed per user is not th,t great, when n«h^^^^^^^ 
cost of consun^ed power can becon,e a valid business consideration. Also, this technol^^ 
: high bandwidth network communications, and therefore, a billing mechanism may be desired. 

What is clearly needed is a method that allows an established actount user ao have a billing n^chaninn to bill 
him for actual usage or for a flat fee. and in any case to verify the permissions that the user'has and accdrdingly- 
enable and disable access to power, the network, etc.

Table section 102b;is connected to intelliga« controller 201. which has access toa power source 203 and also

internet 210. from where a connection 212 leads to a server 220 that maintain the us«^^ 

According to the user's preferences an account has been set up on the server that describes the features rfthe 
account, such as power, networkir^g. etc.. ai,d the means of payment, for example, by time and/or actual power usage 
and/or megabytes of data uploaded or downloaded. All this data for each account is on file in a database (not 
shown) on the server. 

^ account services may be charged as a flat monthly fee. and a record of the megabytes used kept only for 
in.emalusage.ortheaccountmaybebilledbymegabytestransferred. The fee strucn.es ^y be in place for power 
usage: it may be billed as a flat fee for usage, or the fees may be on an hourly basis, where, for example, the user

To invoke the account services, the user may go to a Web site where he can register his devices to his account 
Hence when the device ID coiiies up, the server knows which account periips^^ 

Figure a shows a simplified flow diagiamof the process of the novel art of this disclosure, to step 301, a 
device is set on the table section. In step 302. the presence of the device is detected. In step 303 the ID is obtained 
from the device, as descnVd above. In step 304, that ID is sem to the server and is looked tip to identify the us^ 
account. Hien in step 305, according to the account pennissions, a record that OKs the usage and gives limit*, rates, 
etc.. is sL back and received. In step 306. the power and/or perwork restrictioiis for an unauthorized us« are lifted, 
and the user, is free to use power and networking sei^Mces provided by his account fof^ W^ 

The stiucniie of the database is not described here in detail, but no special technique i^ 
known in the art how to design databases that can look up. for example, an ID that is associated with an accomrt and 
can obtain account-iclatcd infoimation. 

It is clear that many modifications and variations of this embodiment may be made by one skilled in the »t 
, xvithout depaning from the spirit of the novelty of the art of this disclosure. 
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
